What’s New at Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc. 


Hello from Schwabisch Hall, Germany. I’m lucky to call this lovely 11th century 
provincial town in Baden Wiirttemberg my second home. Schwabisch Hall is very 
famous for their wealth due to salt and undoubtedly due to this wealth, also the home of 
the Heller, an early form of the Pfennig that was used in Switzerland and all over the 
Holy Roman Empire. This coinage was used in some European countries until the 20th 
century! 


While I am here to visit my family primarily, I have taken the time to view and take part 
in both the Roma XXV and Kiinker auctions. Please note that the Kiinker Salton sale of 
ancients is to take place October 18 so I will be discussing that below. For those who 
want to take advantage of my viewing, I will be going to both G&M (Munich) and Peus 
(Frankfurt) to view their sales.

Now on the auction front: 


Gorny & Mosch 289 (October 10) 


G&M has several days of auctions starting October 10 but catalog 289 is dedicated to 
ancients and likely the most important for readers of my newsletter. There are a few 
larger collections that are highlighted such as coins of the Celts from Southern Germany 
and the Danube region, particularly some rare types from the Vindeliker (Celts from 
Germany) and Boier tribes (Celts from Bohemia and Slovenia). Another major collection 
is from Gert Cleff and comprises a wide selection of coinage of the ancient Orient. The 
Cleff collection is also a great opportunity to buy fractional coinage; obols and the like. 
All have their origins in the Persian Empire and there are many types that I, for one, 
have rarely, if ever seen. Mr. Cleff also purchased often from auctions so you will see 
numerous pedigrees from houses in Germany and beyond. 


As I mentioned I will be viewing the sale so please get in touch right away if you want 
me to check something out closely. I will also be available for bidding live during the 
sale for those who aren’t necessarily early risers. The sale starts at 2 p.m. (CET) so it 
isn’t as difficult as some of the German or Swiss sales that start first thing in the 
morning. 


CNG Feature Auction 121 (October 6-8) 


CNG will hold its 121st MBS on October 6 starting at 9 a.m. (EDT). There are 1,441 lots in 
this auction and several notable collections. This sale will be conducted as a live auction 
with live bidding available. There are some impressive pedigrees found throughout the 
sale and several plate coins from known references. It begins with quite a large section 
of Calabria, Tarentum coinage. Then continues with another large section of coins from 
Metapontum. There are attractive representative examples from all the main areas of 
Greek coinage. Check out lot 289, a plate coin from SNG Von Aulock and also one of the 
more attractive coins I’ve seen from Sinope. The eagle's head is sharply struck and with 
lovely definition. There is also some attractive iridescent toning. Lot 297 is one amongst 
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reverse. They aren’t the most visually interesting but historically they are of the highest 
importance. Lot 437 is an unpublished and rare stater from Lycia (Kherei). It has an 
archaic head of Aphrodite on the obverse and an owl on the reverse. Very reminiscent of 
Athenian coinage but with a different goddess on the obverse and varying ethnic on the 
reverse. Lot 562 is one of the more interesting types I have seen from Philistia. Ithas a 
reverse of two conjoined horse heads. Lot 597-599 are three attractive and well struck 
(for the type) bronzes of Cleopatra VII. Following this, there is a large offering of 
didrachm from Kyrene. 


A few later lots that I found interesting are lot 715, a seldom seen tetradrachm from the 
usurper Zenobia. Lot 724, a nice selection of Roman aes grave. Lot 763, a choice 
example of the Republican senator Ahenobarbus with superb pedigree. The Roman 
section is filled with choice examples in all metals. Later Roman lots offer some 
incredibly difficult usurpers to obtain such as Jotapian (lot 921), Regalianus (lot 929) 
and Dryantilla (lot 930). There is even another Zenobia (lot 937). In the world section is 
lot 1254, a portrait coin of Queen Cynethryth. This is the only portrait of an Anglo- 
Saxon queen. An impressive strike and also a metal detectors find in 1991. A rare and 
remarkable offer. 


I will be actively bidding in this auction so get in touch if you need help. 


Kiinker 376-378 (October 18-21) 


I was busy most of this week with the beginning of the Fall sales for Kiinker. These were 
focused on world coinage. October 18 commences the second half of the Kiinker Fall 
program. I was lucky enough to view many of the upcoming coins and as always was 
impressed with not only the pedigrees but also the zeal some of these collectors took 
while assembling their collections. 


Auction 376 are ancient coins from the Annemarie and Gerd Kohlmoos collection, as 
well as two other anonymous but named collections, The "Collection of the North 
German Historian" and Collection of “Alexander the Great”. A few spectacular lots are 
lot 4029, the most centered and sharp portrait of this series that I have seen in a long 
time. The reverse does have some areas of wear but the coin is of stellar condition and I 
will not be surprised if it brings double or even triple the estimate. Lot 4070, a Julia Titi 
denarius, is another pristine, well-struck example with iridescent toning. Lot 4097 is a 
plate coin from Lempereur and an extremely rare aureus of the short reigned emperor 
Pertinax. Lot 4181 is acommon follis of Justin II and Sophia but in an extraordinary 
state of preservation. There are far too many fantastic coins to highlight. Please check 
out the catalog to insure you see everything on offer. 


Auction 377 is the fourth installment of the Salton Collection (previously the family 
Schlessinger from the auction house of the same name in Berlin). Many may remember 
that the Salton sales are a joint cooperation between Stacks Bowers of the U.S. and 
Kiinker of Germany. This sale will consist mainly of Roman coinage from their 
collection. Auction 378 is the electronic sale only of Salton coinage. Some of the Salton 
coins were retained from the early days carrying with them wonderful old pedigrees. 
Quality can vary but overall the collection is extremely interesting. There are a large 
number of reasonably priced Julius Caesar portrait denarii (I counted 11). 


Peus Auction 433 (November 1-3) 


The Peus Fall auctions are composed of two sales (432 and 433) with the ancient coins 
starting on the first day. As with the previous Peus sales they have successfully snagged 
a few very nice collections with great pedigrees. The sale was just posted online in the 
last few days so I haven’t had a huge chance to look through it. That said, I am attaching

Buy Coin 


Bimetallic coinage came into existence with Croesus in Asia Minor in the later part of 
the 6th century BC. Shortly afterward the use of coinage started to make its way 
westward. Aegina was one of the first to strike coinage in the western Greek world. The 
initial coinage of Aegina showcased a sea turtle which was said to symbolize the 
strength of the Aeginians sea prowess. Later as they became less known for that they 
changed their coinage to the land tortoise. 


This particular coin comes from the Lockett Collection, a very well respected collection 
auctioned in the 1950’s by the London firm of Glendining & Co.
